and might have vifited Confantinople ; but 
the Turks having obtained an Advantage 
over the Rufians at the Battle of the Pruth, 
would not hearken to a Peace till the Ru/- 
frans had demolithed all their Forts on the 
Euxine, and left them the fole Navigation 
of that Sea. 

Tue Air of this Country, as it extends 
from 47 to 72 Degrecs of North Latitude, 
is very different. There cannot be a colder 
Country than the North of Rufia, as 
it lies confiderably within the Polar Circle, 
where, at the Winter Solftice, the Sun is 
fix Weeks or two Months below the Ho- 
rizon, and therefore may well be called 
Night during that Time; whereas in the 
South the Days and Nights are about the 
fame Length they are with us: As the 
Countries in the North-Eaft are firft co- 
véred with Snow, the Winds that blow 
from that Quarter are much the coldeft in 

Beginning of the Winter; but when 

e whole Country is covcred with Snows 

the Wind blows as cold from the South 


as from the North. vv 
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O at Whats ich lies RUSSTA. 
UR Factors at Peter/burg (which lies 


in 60 Degrees of North Latitude) obferve, 
that in February they generally have a 
bright Sun and a clear Sky, and that 
March is fhowery, and then the Ice in 
the River Nieva, which is three Quarters 
of a Yard thick, begins to be rotten, ap- 
pearing like a Honey-Comb, and about 
the End of that Month it ufually breaks, 
though the Wind then blows very cold 
from the North-Eaft. The Gulph of 
Finland, near Cronflot, at the Entrance of 
that River, is feldom free from Ice before 
the End of 4pril. The earlict Ships, 
therefore, do not arrive before the firft 
Week in May, and that Month is ufually 
very warm, the Days being then of a great 
Length ; but it is fometimes the firft of 
June before the Fields are green. The Ni- 
tre contained in the Snow renders the 
Earth fo fruitful, and the intenfe Heat of 
the Sun brings on all Manner of Vegeta- 
bles fo faft, that you may fenfibly difcern 
their Growth ; the Days are then fo long, 
according to Mr. Hanway, that the Sun 
does not entirely difappear above two 
Hours in the twenty-four, till the Middle 
of July; but here I muft beg Leave to 
differ from this Gentleman, for aot only at 
Peter fourg, but in all Places, in the Lati- 
tude of 60, the Sun is fcarce twenty Hours 
above the Horizon at the Summer Sol- 
ftice. He obferves further, that during 
thefe long Days the Heat of the Weather 
is very troublefome, and would be into. 
lerable, if they were not fometimes re- 
frefhed by foutherly or wefterly Winds, 
which often bring gentle Showers, chiefly 
from the South ; he once knew a pleafant 
Autumn, he relates, to the End of Sep- 
tember, but this is not common. The 
fine Weather generally leaves them in 4u- 
guji, fo that he could not fay they had a- 
bove three Months Summer. September 
ufually brings Rain and Froft; in Odfoder 
wthe Cold encreafes, and in November the 
River Neva is frozen up ; then comes the 
Seafon for a fpeedy Paffage in Sledges, 
which bring frefh Provifions to Market 
1090 Miles by Land.

Walls or Gates, only a Caftle for its Defence, 
or rather Ornament, on the North: But 
the Morafs, which lies on the North and 
South, renders the City almoft inacceffible. 
Canals run through feveral of the Strects ; 
and the Palaces of the Sovereign and the 
great Officers of State, with the Churches 
and Conyents contribute to the Beauty of 
it, particularly the great Church, where 
Peter the Great and his laft Emprefs Ca- 
tharine lie interred. The Country about 
the Town being flat and low, it is fome-

The chief of thofe at Mofcow is remarka- 
ble for its thirty Chapels, and its hanging 
Gardens. The Fire which happened at 
Mofcow in the Year 1752, burnt down 
13,000 Foufes, and in the laft twenty 
Years, not lefs than 30,o0c Houfes have 
been deftroyed there by Fire : Thofe burnt 
in the laft Fire, were all demolifhed in two 
Hours; and {till they continue to build 
with Wood: But by a Decree of the Ru/- 
fran Scnate, the Wooden Houfes are per- 
mitted to be built only in fome remote 
Streets; the reft are ordered to be rebuilt 
with Brick and Stone: As this City ftands 
in the Middle of Earopean Ruffa, and in 
an healthful Air, the Nobility, who are not 
obliged to attend the Court, ufually refide 
here, as well as the principal Manufactu- 
rers and Merchants. The antient Rufian 
Families, it fcems, look upon Peterfburg 
with great Contempt, as being a modern 
Town, inhabited by a Mixture of Peo- 
ple of different Nations, and of mean 
ExtraCtion. 

ROSTOF is fituate 120 Miles North- 
Eaft of Mofcow. 

PERISLAN, or Periflaf, is fituate 
thirty Miles South-Weft of Roflof.

It ftands in 40 Degrecs odd Mi- 
nutes Eaft Longitude, and 65 Degrees 
North Latitude, about 400 Miles North- 
Eaft of J reterfourg, the firft Town we 
knew, or, at leaft, the firft Port-Town in 
Ruffia, we or any other Nation traded to ; 
and this was difcovered by Captain Cancellor, 
who went out to difcover a North-Eaft Paf- 
fage to China, in the Year 1553; and here 
we enjoyed the fole Trade to Rufia, which 
was a very profitable one, until the Durch 
beat us out of it: But the Trade was re- 
moved from this Port to Peter/lurg by Peter 
the Great. However, it is flill a confiderable 
Town; for here the Rufians build moft 
of their Men of War, having the beft 
Timber and Naval Stores here, and La- 
bour extremely cheap. This being alfo 
one of the moft plentiful Countries in the 
Rufian Dominions, ferves even Peterburg 
with frefh Meat, Fifth, and Wild Fowl; 
for the Sledges will travel it in two Days 
in Winter, and if any Fleth be frozen, it 
may be carried much farther without any 
Damage: For if it is thrown into cold 
Water, 2 Shell of Ice is drawn out of it all 
round, which being broken off, the Fleth 
may be dreficd, and will eat as well as if it 
never was frozen ; but if it be brought to 
the Fire before it is thawgd, the Fleth will 
eat as if it was rotten. The People of 
Archangel abound in good Liquor, as well 
as Fuod of all Sorts. They brew Beer, 
and diftil Spirits from Corn, which they 
efteem equal to Brandy ; fo that they are 
pretty well provided againft the Severity of 
the Weather, efpecially as they are wrapped 
up in Furs, when they go abroad in Win- 
ter, and fleep in Rooms heated with Stoves.

Two Miles below Riga, at the Mouth of 
the Dwina, flands the Dunamunder Fort, 
which commands the Paflage up the Ri- 
ver. Mr. Liawway obferved, that in the 
Middle of Afay, the Weather was as hot 
here as in Portugal; the Sun leaving the 
Horizon but three or four Hours, the ex- 
treme Heat was hardly to be borne: That 
the Rye that had lain all Winter in the 
Ground came to Maturity within threc 
Months after the Snows melted, and the 
Wheat that was fown after the Snow was 
gone, came to Maturity, and was reaped 
in three Months.

RIGA, the Capital of Livonia, is a 
Port-Town, fituate on the River Dwina, 
which, a little below, falls into the Battick 
Sea, lying in 24 Degrees of Eaft Longi- 
tude, and 57 Degrees of North Latitude,

When the Ice is 
broke, it comcs down in Pieces of fo vat 
a Weight, that it bears down every Thing 
in its Way; which is the Reafon they 
have no Bridge over the River, but pafs 
it on a Raft or Float of Timber.

It ftands on a Plain on the River Embeck, 
and on that Side next Riga makes a very 
beautiful Appearance: The Trade confifts 
chiefly in Corn and Flax, of which great 
Quantities are fent to Riga. It was taken 
by Czar Peter, Anno 1704, and the In- 
habitants tranfplanted to Cafan and Affra- 
can: But he afterwards permitted fuch of 
them as remained alive to return, which 
were but a fmall Number, moft of them 
perifhing by the Hard‘hips they under- 
went. 

NARVPA isa Port-Town, fituate near 
the Gulph of Finland, in the North Divi- 
vifion of Livonia, called Effbonia or Eaft- 
land, lying in 27 Degrees odd Minutes 
Eaft Longitude, and 59 Degrees of North 
Latitude, on the River Narva, which di- 
vides Livonia from Ingria, being about 
100 Miles South-Weft of Peterfburg: It 
is a pretty clean Town, and ftands upon 
an Eminence, but it is not large: It trades 
chiefly in Flax and Timber: Of the firft, 
they export about 3500 Tuns to England 
and other Countries. The Durch take off 
moft Part of their Timber, and the Engl/h 
fome of the largeft. They import about 
15,000 Pound Weight of Tobacco, and 
of Salt above 100 Tons. There is nota 
Depth of Water here for Ships above 150 
Tuns; larger Vefiels are obliged to lie in 
an open Road. It was at this City, the 
Ruffian Army of 100,000 Men was de- 
feated by 20,000 Swedes, commanded by 
Charles XW. in the Year 1700: But it was 
taken four Years after by the Czar, while 
Charles was purfuing King Augu/fus in Po- 
land. The Czar alfo tranfplanted the In- 
habitants of this City to Cafuan and A- 
frracan, 1500 Miles from their native 
Country, moft of whom perifhed ; how- 
ever, he fuffered thofe that furvived to re- 
turn, at the Requeft of the Emprefs Ca- 
therine, it is fuppofed, who was herfelf a 
Livonian.

Tue Towns of New Rufia, and of 
Stiria or Old Ruffa, are fituate on the 
South Shore of the J/men Lake, by which 
they have a Communication by Water 
with Peterf-urg. 

WOLOGDA, the Capital of the 
Province of #ologda, is fituate on a River 
of the fame Name, which, a little below, 
falls into the Upper Daina, lying in 42 
Degrees odd Minutes Eaft Longitude, and 
59 Degrees of North Latitude, a large Ci- 
ty, and has a great Trade; for when Czar 
Peter propofed the removing the Manu- 
facturers from this City to Peterfburg, it 
appeared there were three Merchants in 
Wologda that employed above 25,000 Per- 
fons in dreffing Flax and Hemp, which 
was annually exported to foreign Coun- 
tries; and that moft of thefe Goods were of 
the Growth of the Province of Wologda. 
This City lies on both Sides the River, 
and extends four Miles along its Banks, and 
has above eighty Churches in it, one half 
whereof are built of Stone, with Cupola’s 
over them, covered with Tin, and the reft 
are built of Wood; there are alfo three 
Monafteries and one Nunnery in the 
Place. 

BELOZERO, Capital of the Pro- 
vince of Belozero, is fituate on the South- 
Eaft Shore of the White Lake, 150 Miles 
Eaft of Peter fburg, and 100 Miles North- 
Eaft of Novogrod, and flands very com- 
modioufly for Trade, having an cafy Com- 
munication with Perer/burg by the Lake. 


YERISLAF, or Yariflaw, Capital 
of the Province of Yeriflaf, is fituate on 
the River Wolga, 140 Miles North-Eaft 
of Mofcow ; the Country about it abound- 
ing in Corn and Cattle; the chief Manu- 
facture Rujia Leather. The City is large 
and populous, and has a brifk Trade. 

IWEER, the Capital of the Province 
of Tweer, is fituate 100 Miles North of 
Moftow, on a River of the fame Name, 
which a little below falls into the Wolga. 
The River Tweer has not generally two 
Feet Depth of Water, but on the Melting 
of the Snow in 4fril and May, it rifes to 
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which falls into the MWolga, and thereby R USSTA. 
had a Communication with the Cafpian ——*— 
Sea, and with all the great Towns fituate 
on that River; but the Turks have now 
cut of the Communication the Ru/fians 
had .with the Euxine Sea, by \obliging 
them to demolifh the Fortifications of 
Ajfoph, and of all the Fortreffles Czar Peter 
had erected on the Northern Shore of the 
Euxine; however, by the Canal he made 
at Woronets, the Rufians have a Naviga- 
tion to moft Towns in this’ extenfive 
Country, from North to South. ‘Czar 
Peter was about cutting another Canal at 
Kamifinka, where the Don and Wolga are 
not far afunder; but that Project has not 
been purfucd by his Succeffors, becaufe 
the Ground between them, I prefume, re- 
quired more Labour and Expence to cut 
through it than was at firft expected ; but 
had.they fucceeded in that Attempt, the 
Voyage to the Ca/pian Sea, from the Middle 
of Mujcovy, would have been much fhort- 
er than is it at prefent. 
On both Sides of the River Don, to- 
wards its Mouth, as far as the Palus 
Metis, is the Country of the Don Gof= pon Coffacks.

Here is, a Manufacture 
of Rujia Leather ; Wine and Fruit are 
brought hither from Turkey ; Mofcow fup- 
plies them with European Goods, and here 
we meet owith the»Furs of Zartary, and 
all Sorts.of Iron Work. This is the great- 
eft Magazine in Rufia for all Sorts of Mer- 
chandize, except Mofcow and Peterfburg ; 
and here. are Markets for all Manner of 
Cattle. While the Ruffian Factors refided 
here, fix of the Wolga Pirates were taken 
and hung upon Iron Hooks by the Ribs, 
on a Gallows ercéted on a floating Machine, 
which was turned a-drift down the River 
to terrify the Pirates, their Comrades. The 
Merchants of Ca/an had formerly a confi- 
derable Trade to Bechara, Khieva, and 
other Parts of Ujbeck Tartary; but that 
Commerce has been difufed fome Time on 
Account of the Depredations committed on 
the Caravans by the Tribes of Zartars, thro’ 
which they were obliged to pafs.

lined with Fur, and cover their Ears and 
Neck as well as the Head: They wear a 
Safh about their Loins, and have double 
Gloves, one Pair of Woollen and another 
ef Leather, which have no Partitions for! 
their Fingers, only a Place for the Thumb. 
People of Condition follow our Modes, 
only they have a full great Coat over all, 
lined with Furs, and.a deep quilted or 
furred Cap when they go abroad. The 
Ladies wear flowered Silk Cloaks lined 
with Furs, ufually made of white Hare- 
Skins. 


Mofcow, near Kamifinka, where Czar Pe- 
ter was making a Canal between the Don 
and the #’olga, is an Encampment of Cai/= 
muck Tartars, who are in Fricndthip with 
the Rufians, fo long as they awe them by 
their Power: For thefe Barbarians do not 
keep their Faith more inviolable than fome 
politer Nations. The Ca/mucks have the fame 
Form of Vifage as the Chinefe, but more 
fierce and favage. Thefe are difperfed 
Tribes of thofe Mungalians, whom the 
Chinefe long fince received as their Con- 
querors. They are armed with Bows and 
Arrows, and feed on the Flefh of Horfes, 
Camels, Dromedaries, and other Animals, 
and eat the Entrails of them, even when 
the Beaft dies of the fouleft Diftemper. 
They throw their Dead into open Fields to 
be devoured by Dogs, of which many run 
wild ; and fome are kept for this Purpofe. 
If their Bodies are thus devoured by any 
Number exceeding fix, they think honour- 
ably of the State of the Deceafed; other- 
wife he is a difgrace to his Relations, I 
could not learn, that they have any Perfua- 
fion of the Immortality of the Soul; for 
the Honour derived from the Number of 
Dogs which devour the Body, rather feems 
to regard the Reputation of the Dead 
amongft the Living, than any Opinion con- 
cerning the happy or miferable State of the 
Soul of the Deceafed.

white Hares ; their Bears are fome of them 
white, and fome of their Foxes black, 
but thefe are very ‘fcarce ; more of them 
are. white than black, though thefe are, 
fome Part of the Year, of the ufual Co- 
lour: Mr. Perry obferves, that their Wild 
Beafts are not fo mifchievous here es in 
other Countries, and that the Wolves will 
run away if a Shot be made at them;

immediately, le will fly at him. No 
Country is better ftocked with Bees than 
Rufia, confequently Honey and Wax a- 
bound here, and Wax appears to be a con- 
fiderable Article in their Exports ; ‘their 
Honey is very ferviceable to them at Home, 
Mead , being»a Liquor univerfally drank. 
Many People make their Fortunes by 
Bees ; they cut down Hundreds of Trees 
in the Forefts, and then fawing them into 
Lengths, bore them hollow and ftop up 
the Ends, fo that nothing larger than a 
Bee can enter them, and in thefe the Bees 
make their Combs, which, as well as the 
Trees, become the Property of every one 
who itakes the Pains to fell them ; and it is 
as penal to deprire the Man of fuch Trees, 
or the Honey they* contain, as it would 
be to commit any other Theft ; and the 
Honey is. in this Manner fecured againft 
the Bears, who are ‘perpetually hunting 
aftervit. - 

_ In this cold Country we feldom meet 
with Serpents or Scorpions, but it abounds 
with Infects in the Summer, particularly 
Flies and Gnats; in the het Months the 
Flies almoft cover their Meat, ‘and the 
Gnats are perpetually buzzing in their 
Ears, and won't fuffer People to reft. 
They abound with excellent Fith in their 
numerous Lakes and Rivers; of which 
they falt great Quantities to eat in’ Lent ; 
others they fend; in the Depth of Winter, 
when they are frozen, from one End of 
he Einpire tothe other, without falting 
them’; ‘they fend their Cavear (being the 
Roes of Sturgeon, and of another’ large 


in the fouthern Provinces, that few Peo- 
ple care. to refide: here, and cultivate this 
defireable Soil. 

Tue Northern Provinces produce fcarce 
any other Trees than Fir or Birch, but a- 
bout Cafan, and in the Southern Pro- 
vinces, there. is Plenty of Oak and Elm, 
and other good ‘Timber; and they have 
the fame Fruit-Trees we fee here, but no 
Vineyards i in that Part of Rufia whichr lies 
in Lurope.

Virtues and Vices. 


TIE Stature and Complexion’ of 

the Swedes that vifit England, dif- 
fers but little from “thofe of our own 
People ; but there are Men of an’ extra- 
ordinary Bulk and Stature among them, as 
there are in Germany. Certain it is, the 
Natives in the North of Sweden, ufually 
called Laplanders, differ very much from 
thofe in the Southern Provinces, both in 
Stature and Complexion. Few of the 
Laplanders are tall; and the extreme Cold 
renders them almoft as tawny, as the Inha- 
bitants of the torrid Zone; extreme Heat 
and extreme Cold, in many Inftances, pro- 
ducing the fame Effects. 

THe Swedes of the Southern Provinces, 
as Voltaire obferves, are a well-made, ftrong, 
and attive Generation, fuftaining the fever- 
eft Labours and Hardfhips, from which 
their Women are not exempted, efpecially 
thofe of the common People. They plow, 
carry Burthens, and row upon the Water, 
as well as perform their Work within 
Doors ; and thofe that are thus expofed to 
the Weather, are almoft as tawny as the 
Laplanders: But the Women that keep 
within Doors, are as fair as ours, and, like 
other Northern People, have, for the moft 
Part, golden Locks. In Winter, the bet- 
ter Sort wrap themfelves up in Double 
Furs, and the reft make Ufe of Sheepfkins 
with the Wool on. Their ufual Drefs does 
not differ much from that of their Southern 
Neighbours. The Laplanders wear no Li- 
nen: A Waiftcoat made of a Fawn’s Skin 
ferves inftead-of a Shirt. 

Tur Swedes are admired for their Gra- 
vity by their Hiftorian Puffendorff, which 
others miftake for furly Pride: And he 
himfelf obferves, that they are not very 
agrecable Company, till they have travelled 
@nd converfed with Foreign Nations. They

ruin themfelves. All the World allow 
them Courage and Patience to undergo 
any Hardfhips; but they are not to be 
commended for Induftry: They content 
themfelves with a fuperficial Knowledge in 
Arts and Sciences, and have few learned 
Men amongft them. Their Infolence is 
equal to their Ignorance; and they are 
apt to envy their Neighbours, but Forcign- 
ers much more, who happen to be ad- 
vanced to any Pofts or Employments inthe 
Kingdom. 

Tuer Gentry, tis obferved, are above 
accepting Preferments in the Church, or 
practifing Law, or Phyfick, or exercifing 
any Kind of Trafick; nor do their Citi- 
zens underftand much of it; but feem in- 
clined, however, to over-reach and impofe 
on thofe with whom they have any Dealings. 

TuHeReE are few Mechanicks among the 
common People, or rather, they are all 
fo ; for every Man makes his own Cloaths 
and Inftruments of Hufbandry in a wretch- 
ed, bungling Manner. There feems, how. 
ever, to be a Spirit of Induftry arifing 
among them of late ; the Government put- 
ting them upon improving their Lands, and 
exercifing both Domeftick and Foreign 
Trafick. Intemperance, as to Drinking, 
feems to be the Vice of thefe, as well as 
other Northern People: The firft Thing 
prefented a Stranger that vifits them, is a 
Bowl of Wine, or Spirits; and they are 
apt to take it amifs, if he gots away per- 
fectly fober from their Tables. The Lap-

A great Part of their Hi- 
“tees alfo, after that Period, appears as 
fabulous as ithe antient Hiftoties of other 
Nations: Puffendorff, the beft qualified of 
any Swede to write it, does not pretend to 
give ussany Thing that can be relied on 
till about fixty Years before’Chrift, when 
he relates, that their Hero Woden fubdued 
the Rufians, Saxons and Danes; but Tam 
in» doubt whether there were any {uch 
Nations in being at that Time, at leaft any 
that were then’ known ‘by thofe Names ; 
nor does he furnifh us with any material 
Event until the Year 829, when “An/ga- 
rius, Bifhop of Bremen, was fent by the 
Emperor Lewis the’ Prous,‘ to’ convert the 
Swedifh Idolaters, and make Chriftians of 
them; and it was not till the’ Reign of 
Stencbild, about the “Year goo, ‘that the 
great Idol at Upfal was demolifhed, and 
the Worthip of that Image prohibited, 
upon Pain of Death; which fo enraged 
his Heathenifh Subjects, that they affaffi- 
nated him; however, his Brother and Suc- 
ceffor, Olaus, fent to Ethelred, King of Eng- 
land, for more Chriftian Priefts, and was, 
by thofe Priefts, perfuaded to pay the Pope 
an annual Sum to maintain a War againft 
the Saracens, which afterwards obtained the 
Name of Romefcot. The following Hi- 
ftory contains hardly any Thing but their 
Civil Wars; or the Wars the feveral King- 
doms of Sweden, Denmark and Norway 
were engaged in againft each other; fome- 
times they were all fubject to one Mo-

The 
King of Polana’s Army confifted of 24,000 
Men, Poles and Saxons; and that of the 
Swedes are faid not to have been more than 
12,000. The young Duke of Holfein, 
who commanded the Swedi/> Horfe, a 
Prince of great Merit, who had married 
the eldeft Sifter of Charles, was killed on 
the firft Difcharge of the Saxon Artillery, 
by a Cannon Ball. The King being told 
he was dead, fhed fome Tears, and then 
covering his Face a little Time, fpurred 
his Horfe, and charged the Enemy at the 
Head of his Guards. The King of Po- 
land on the other Hand, thrice Jed on his 
Troops to the Charge, and fought like a 
Prince, whofe Crown was at Stake; but 
was at length forced to fubmit to the fu- 
perior Tortude of Charles, who gained a 
compleat Vidtory, made himfelf Matter of 
the Sexon Camp, Colours, Artillery, Bag- 
gage, and Military Cheft, and without reft- 
ing, purfued Augufius as he fled towards 
Cracow, who not thinking himfelf fecure, 
left that City before King Charles arrived 
there: The Citizens fhutting their Gates 
againft the Conqueror, he forced his Way 
into the Town, and took the Caftle by 
Storm, obliging the Townfinen to pay him 
large Contributions; but had his Soldiers 
ondee fuch exact Difcipline, that not one 
of the In! abitants were plundered.

warm Debates, the Duke of Holfein was 
declared Succeffor, in the Month of Oéo- 
ber, 1742, by a Majority of two Votes 
only ; and Deputies were named, to offer 
him, on certain Conditions, the Reverfion 
of the Crown, in Hopes he might induce 
the Czarina to reftore the Grand Dutchy 
of Finland. But before they arriyed at 
Peterfourg, he had embraced the Greek 
Religion, with a View to the Succeffion 
of Rufia, to which alfo he had a Claim 
of Hereditary Right. This Scheme hav- 
ing failed of producing its defired Effect, 
was. followed by Confequences that were 
equally unavoidable and unexpected: For 
the Peafants that had exprefled fuch una- 
nimous Affection for the Houfe of Ho/- 
rein, began with the fame Zeal and Una- 
nimity to e{poufe the Intereft of the Prince 
of Denmark, to whom the Clergy were 
attached ; they likewife infifled on the 
calling to a fevere Account, the Generals 
that had commanded the Forces in the 
two laft Campaigns ; and thofe very Per- 
fons that had fhewn the greateft Warmth 
‘inepromoting the War with Rufic, were 
equally warm in demanding the Punith- 
ment of all fuch as were the Managers of 
that War, to whom they imputed its Want 
of Succefs.

third Time, they wound him with Spears 
in the vital Parts, till he fpouts out Streams 
of Blood as high as the Maft-Head : The 
monttrous Fifth rages furioufly, beating 
the Sea with his Tail till it foams; the 
Boats following him ata {mall Diftance, 
till he dies ; and turning upon his Back 
they drag him to the Shore, or to the 
Ship, if they areat a great Diftance from 
the Land, where they keep him, till he 
rifes a littlesabove the Water.

Their Foxes have 
white Bodies and black Heads : They have 

but few of the feathered Kind there, and 
thefe leave the Country, and remove to the 
Southward in hard Weather. 

THER«* is neither Timber or Fruit- 

Trees of any Kind, growing in Ea/- 
Greenland, and very little Herbage: The 
Hetbage and Mofs they have, grows on 
the Declivity of the Hills, where the Wa- 
ter runs down, and on that Side which is 
beft fheltered from the North and Eaft 
Winds: Thefe are green in Sune, and 
flower in Yuly; and their Seeds are ripe 
foon after, They have Scurvy-Grafs, and 
another Plant like Aloes. There is alfo a 
red Sort of Sorrel; and moft of their Plants 
are good Remedies againft the Scurvy , to 
which the Seamen are more fubject than in 
any other Country.

left) the Coaft, and were gone for England, 
to their great Aftonifhment leaving them 
provided neither with Cloaths, Food, Fi- 
ring, or Houfe, to fhelter themfelves from 
the piercing Cold they were to expect in fo 
rigorous a Climate. They ftood fome 
Time looking at one another, as Men 
amazed at the Difteefs they were ona 
{udden reduced to; but their Confterna- 
tion being a little abated, they began to 
think of the propereft Means to fubfift 
themfelves during the approaching Win- 
ter; and the Weather being favourable, 
they agrecd in the firft Place to. go to 
Green-Harbour, and hunt for Venifon; 
having two Dogs with them very fit for 
their Purpofe. On the 25th of ugu/, 
therefore, they went to their Boat, to 
Green-Harbour, where they arrived in twelve 
Fours, being fixteen Leagues to the North- 
ward of Belfound. Were they fet up a 


Tent madé with their Boat’s-Sail, ° the 


Oars ferving for Poles; and having flept a 

few Tlours, went early next Morning to 

their Sport, killing feven or eight Deer 

and four Bears, and the Day following,

the Company, they loaded that with the 
Greaves of Whales (being the Pieces which 
remain in the Coppers after the Oil is 
drawn from them) and returned with their 
Booty to Belfound. Here happened to be 
fet up a large, fubftantial Booth, which 
the Coopers worked in at the Fifhing-Sea- 
fon; It was cighty Feet long, and fifty 
broad, covered with Durch Tiles, and the 
Sides well boarded. Within this Booth, 
thefe Sailors determined to build another 
of lefs Dimenfions, being furnifhed with 
Boards and Timber, by pulling down a 
Booth which ftood near the former ; and 
from the Chimneys of three Furnaces ufed 
for the boiling of Oil, they got a Thoufand 
of Bricks: They found alfo four Hogs- 
heads of very fine Lime, which mingled with 
the Sand on the Sea-Shore, made excellent 
Mortar. But the Weather was now grown 
fo cold, that they were obliged to have 
two Fires to keep their Mortar from freez- 
ing. They perfifted, however, in their 
Work, and raifed a Wall of a Brick Thick- 
nefs again{t one of the Sides of their inner- 
moft Booth ; but wanting Bricks to finifh 
the reft in like Manner, they nailed thick 
Boards on each Side the Timbers, and fill- 
ed up the Space between with Sand; by 
which means it became fo tight and clofe, 
that the leaft Breath of Air could not en- 
ter in ; and their Chimney’s Vent was into 
the greater Booth. The Length of this 
leffer Booth or rather Houfe, was twen- 
ty Feet, the Breadth fixteen Feet, and the 
Height ten ; their Cieling being made of 
Deal Boards five or fix Times double, and 
fo overlaid, that no Air could poflibly 
come in from thence. Their Door they 
did not only make as ftrong and clofe as 
pofible, but lined it with 3 Bed which 
they found these they made no Win- 
dows, except a little Hole in the , Tiles 
of the greater Booth, by which they re- 
ceiv | forme little Light down the Chim- 
ney “OF the lefler : The next.

to Pieces fome Cafks, and feven or eight 
of the Boats which were left behind ; for, 
it feems, they ufe a great many Boats in 
Whale-Fifhing, which they leave in the 
Country every Winter, rather than be at 
the Trouble of carrying them backwards 
and forwards. Our Sailors ftowed their 
Firing between the Beams and the Roof of 
the greater Booth, in order to make it 
the warmer, and kecp out the Snow, 
which would have covered every Thing 
in the greater Booth if it had not been for 
this Contrivance. Upon the rath of Sef- 
tembcr, obferving a Piece of Ice come 
driving towards the Shorc, with two 
Morfes (or Sea-Horfes) afleep upon it, 
they went out in their Boat with a Harping- 
Iron and Spears, and killed them both; 
and on the 19th of the:fame Month ano- 
ther, which was fome Addition to their 
Food. But taking a very narrow Survey 
of all their Provifions, they found that 
there was not half cnough to ferve them 
the whole. Winter; and therefore they 
{tinted themfelves to one Meal a Day, and 
agreed to keep Wednefday and Fridays as 
Fafting-Days, allowing themfelves then 
only the Fritters or Greaves of the Whales; 
which, as has been obferved already, are 
only the Scraps of the Fat of the Whale, 
which are flung away after the Oil is got- 
ten out of them, and is very loathfome 
Food. By the roth of Oéoeber the Nights 
were grown long, and the Weather fo 
cold, that the Sea was frozen over; and 
having no Bufinefs now to divert their 
Thoughts, as hitherto, they began to re- 
flec&t on their miferable Circumftances ; 


vifions again, they found that the Fritters 
of the Whale were almoft all mouldy, 
having taken fome Wet ; and of their Beer 
and Venifon there was {carce enough Icft 
to afford them five Meals a Weck; where- 
upon it was agreed to live four Days of 
the Week upon the mouldy F ritters, and the 
other three to feaft upon Bear and Venifon. 
And left they fhould want Firing here- 
after, to drefs their Meat, they thought 
it proper to roaft every Day half a Deer, 
and ftow it up in Hogfheads; and with 
this Kind of Food, they filled three 
Hogfheads and a Half; leaving fo much 
raw, as would ferve to roaft every Sun- 
day a Quarter, and a Quarter for Chriffe 
mas-Day. It being now the fourteenth 
of Oéfober, the Sun left them, and they 
faw it no more, till the third of Fe- 
bruary: But they had the Moon all the 
Time, both Day and Night, though very 
much obfcured by the Clouds, and foul 
Weather. There was alfo a glimmering 
Kind of Day-Light for cight Hours, the 
latter End of October, which fhortned 
every Day till the firft of December , 
from which Time, to the 2oth of the fame 
Month, they could perceive no Day-Light 
at all. It was now one continued Nicht, 
there appearing only in clear Weather a 
little Whitencfs like the Dawn of Day 
towards the South. On the firft of Ya- 
nuary, they found their Day a little to in- 
creafe. They counted their Days, it 
feems, in the dark Seafon, by the Moon, 
and were fo exact, that at the Return of 
the Shipping, they were able to tell the 
very Day of the Month on which the 


fometimesiicomplaining of the Cruelty of|Fleet arrived. As for Light within Doors, 


the Mafter of the Ship, in leaving them 
behind ; and at others, excufing him, and 
bewailing his Misfortune, as believing him 
to have perifhed in the Ice. At length, 
putting their Confidence in Heaven, which 
only could relieve them, in their great 
Diftrefs, they redoubled their Prayers for 
Strength and Patience to go through the 
difmal Trial, and received great Satisfac- 
tion from their Devotions, which were, no 


Uiey made them three Lamps of fome

their Offences, and at other Times they 
hoped they were referved as a wonderful 
Inftance of God's Mercy in their Deli- 
verance, and continued conftantly to fall 
down on their Knees two or three Times 
a Day, and implore the Protection of the 
Almighty. 

Wit the new Year the Cold en- 
creafed to that Degree, that it fometimes 
raifed Blifters in their Flefh, as if they 
had been burnt, and the Iron they touched 
fluck on their Fingers. When they went] 
Abroad for Water, the Cold often feized 
them in fuch a Manner that it made them 
fore, as if they had been feverely beaten. 
Their Water, the firft Part of the Winter, 
iflued from a Bay of Ice, and ran down 
into a Kind of Bafon or Receptacle by the 
Sea-fide, where it remained with a thick 
Ice over it, which they dug open at one 
ceitain Place with Pickaxes every Day. 
This continued to the 10th of Fenuary, 
anc then they drank Snow Water melted 
with a hot Iron. And now they took an- 
other Review of their Provifions, which 
they found would not laft them above fix 
Weeks longer; but. to alleviate their Mi- 
fery, on the 3d of February they were 
cheared again with the bright Rays of the 
Sun, which fhone upon the Tops of the 
{nowy Mountains with an inconceivable 
Luftre; to them, at leaft, this afforded the 
moft delightful Scene that ever was be- 
held; and after a Night of many Weeks 
or Months, what could be imagined more 
glorious or pleafing to a mortal Eye? As 
an Addition to their Joy, all the Bears be- 
yan to appear again, on the Fleth of which 
Animal they had made:many hearty Meals. 


flay her, but dragged the Beaft into their 
Houfe, and there went to work, cutting 
her into Pieces of a Stone Weight, one of 
which ferved them for a Dinner, and upon 
this they fed twenty Days, efteeming her 
Flefh beyond Venifon, only her Liver did 
not agree with them, for upon eating it 
their Skins pecled off; though one of the 
Company, who was fick, attributes his 
Cure in Part to the eating of it. If it be 
demanded, how they kept their Venifon 
and Bear’s Flefh without Salt, it is to 
be obferved, the Cold is fuch that no 
Corps or Carcafe ever putrifies. Fleth 
needs no Salt to keep it here; which was 
their Happinefs. Had they been ftocked 
with Salt Provifions, they had infallibly 
died of the Scurvy, as others did who 
were left on Shore, much better provided 
with Liquors and other Neceffaries than 
thefe poor Men were. By the Time they 
had eaten up this Bear, others came about 
their Booth frequently, to the Number of 
forty and more, of which they killed feven 
(one of them fix Feet high atleaft) roafting 
their Flefh upon Wooden Spits, having no 
other Kitchen Furniture, except a Frying 
Pan whch they found in one of the Booths, 
and having now Plenty of Provifions, they 
cat heartily two or three Times a Day, and 
could find their Strength encreafe apace. 
Ir was now the 16th of March, and 
the Days of a reafonable Length, and 
Fowls, which in the Winter Time were 
fled to the Southward, began to refort to 
Greenland again in great Abundance; here 
they live and breed in the Summer, feed- 
ing upon fmall Fifth. The Foxes alfo 
which had kept clofe-in their Holes under

Tue Weather beginning to grow warm 
in May, they rambled about in fearch of 
Willocks Eggs, a Fowl about the Bignefs 
of a Duck, of which they found fome, 
being a Change of Diet they were much 
pleafed with: And now the Seafon coming 
on for the Arrival of Shipping, they went 
fome of them every Day almoft to the 
Top of a Mountain, to fee if they could 
difcern the Water in the Sea, which they 
had no Sight of till the 24th of this Month, 
when it blowing a Storm, and the Wind 
fitting from the main Ocean, broke the 
Ice in the Bay, aud turning about foon 
after Eafterly, carryed great Part of the 
Ice out to Sea; but ftill the Water did 
hot come .within three Miles of their 
Dwelling. The next Morning, the 25th 
of May, none of their Men happened to 
go Abroad; but one of them being in the 
outward Booth, heard Somebody hail the 
Houfe, in the fame Manner as Sailors do 
a Ship, to which the Men in the outward 
Booth anfwered, in Seamens Terms; they 
were then juft going to Prayers, and ftaid 
but for the Man in the outward Booth to 
join with them. Sure no Sailors were ever 
fo devout: But even Sailors will addrefs 
themfelves to Heaven in their Diftrefs, 
when no human Aid can help them, as 
fick Men fend for the Prieft when the 
Phyfician has given them over. The 
Man who hailed them was one of the 
Boat’s Crew that belonged to an Engli/h 
Ship juft.come from England, which our 
religious Sailors no fooner underftood, but 
they put off their Devotions and ran out 
to meet their Countrymen, looking upon 
them as fo many Angels fent from Heaven 
to their Relief; and certainly the Tranf- 


* ports of Joy they felt on this Occafion, if it 


may be conceived, can never be expreffed ; 
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ed: One of our Ships which now arrived 
was commanded by the fame Mafter, 
who left thefe poor Wretches on Shore ; 
and he, barbarous Brute, in order to ex- 
cufe his own Inhumanity, began to revile 
and curfe them, culling them Rogues and 
Runaways: And this fame Man, i: {tems, 
had left feven or eight other Men it Green- 
land two Years betore, which were never 
heard of afterwards, for which, no doubr, 
he richly deferved the Gallows, tho’ out 
Laws take but little Notice of Offences of 
this Kind. But notwithftanding the Bar- 
barity of their own Captain, the Com- 
mander and Officers of the other Ship 
took Care they fhould be kindly. ufed, 
and brought to England, when the Seafon 
for Whale Fifhing was over, where they 
received a Gratuity from the Ru/ia Com- 
pany, and were otherwife well provided for 
by them. And perhaps there is no Inftance 
in Hiftory of a Company of Men in fo 
exquifite a Diftrefs, who fhewed more 
Courage and Patience, or made a wifer 
Provifion for their Prefervation than thefe 
did. And as the Writer of this Narrative 
obferves, Greenland belongs to the Crown 
of England now by double Right; for 
we did not only difcover it, and begin 
the Whale Fifhery there, but thefe our 
Countrymen did, in a wondrous Manner, 
a fecond Time, taken Seizen of the Coun- 
try for the King’s Ufc, being the firft that 
ever did inhabit it the Year round, and 
perhaps the laft that ever will. And here 
it may not be improper to record the 
Names of thefe cight heroick Engli/hmen, 
not one of whom loft either his Life or 
Limbs, though left deftitute of all Necef- 
faries, in a Country within twelve Degrecs 
of the Pole, viz. Wilham Fakeley, Gun- 
ner; Edward Pelbam (the Writer of the 
Narrative) Gunner's Mate ; fohn Wife and 
Robert Goodfellow, Seamen ; Thomas Ayers, 
Whale-Cutter ; Henry Bett, Cooper ; “fobu 
Daws and Richard Kellet, Landmen.

The Fiiftory. 


HE Danes, as well as the Swedes, pre- 

tend they are a very antient People, 

giving us a Lift of their Kings long before 

the Chriftian Era. All the Tribes of the 

Scandinavians are probably defcended from 

the Scythians, who planted thefe Countries 
foon after the Flood. 

Tue Danes arc one of thofe Nations, 
who under the Names of Teutones and 
Cimbri, invaded the Roman Empire 100 
Years before the Birth of Chrift, and who 
under the Names of Goths, Saxons, Nor- 
mans or Danes, in the fourth and fifth 
Centuries, fubdued moft of the Kingdoms 
in the South of Exrope; all of them joined 
in thefe Expeditions, and in differcnt 
Azes, went under different Names. At 
length thefe Countries ftiled Scandinavia, 
(viz. Sweden, Denmark and Norway) con- 
ftituted three Kingdoms, and were cngaged 
in continual Wars among themféclvcs, tll 
one or other of them gained a Superiority 
of the reft; they were at fome Times all 
fubje@ to Denmark, and at others to Nor- 
way, and then divided again ; at prefent 
Denmark and Norway are fubject to one 
Prince, and Sweden to another. I fhall 
here take Notice only of fuch of the Da- 
nifh Sovereigns, whote Reigns afford any 
remarkable Occurrences. 

FROTHO Ill. who reigned in the 
eighth Century, it, is pretended, was So- 
vereign of Denmark, Sweden, Norway, 
England and Ireland, and fubdued the 
Vandals in the North, of Germany, who 
were fituated on the Shore of the Baltick 
Sea, which our Englifh Hiftory .feems to 
contradict (as to England at leaft), becaufe 
the Dancs did not arrive here until] 787, 
and then came only to plunder the Coun- 
try, and:maintain a piratical War, which 
they did indeed for fome Hundreds of 
Years, before they became Sovereigns of 
England; but perhaps when the Saxon

King Frotho, 
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Monarchs here condefcended to purchafe 
Peace of them, they might look upon 
themfelves to be Sovereigns of Engtand, 
though thcy were not Mafters of a Foot 
of Land in the Ifland. King Gorbrick, in 
the Beginning of the ninth Century, en- 
tered into an Alliance with Wittikind King 
of Saxony (or Vandalicia) againft Charle- 
main, who founded the German Empire. 

In the Year 832, the Dances landed in ie aie 
Kent, and defeated King Egbert, remain-§5:.° 
ed there two Years, plundering and ra- 
vaging the Country ; but in a f{econd Bat- 
tle King Egdert was victorious, and drove 
them out of the Hland, 

Tue Danes \anded in England again in 
the Reign of King Ethelwol/f; and in the 
Reign of Erhelred his Son, they landed in 
Suffolk, and murdered Edmund, King of KingEdmund 
the Eaft Angles in his Capital, now called ™** 
St. Edmundjbury, that King being after- 
wards canonized for a Martyr, becaufe he 
was killed in the Defence of his Chriftian 
Subjects, by the Heathenith Danes. 

GUTHRAM,, or Godrum, King al 
Denmark, who began his Reign about ‘~ 
the Year 872, invaded Kxgland, and fixed 
Colonies in feveral Parts of it; “fred, 
King of England, fought feveral Battles 
with him, and at length coming toa Treaty, 
Guthram agreed to leave the Kingdom, and 
before he embarked, embraced Chriftianity; 
what other Articles there were in this Treaty 
Hiftory does not inform us; but»as von 
as the Danes were gone, difred put his 
Subjects on building aFlect of Ships to 
defend their Coafts, which they foon jhad 
Occafion for, the Danes preparing for-an- 
other Invafion. 4/red died in the Year 
goo, having fought upwards of “fifty Bat- 
tles with the Danes, by Sea and Land. *

Upon the Death of Edmund Ironfide, in 
the Year 1017, all the great Men acknow- 
ledged Canutc their King, fwore Allegiance 
to him, and renounced the two Sons of 
Edmund, Edward and Ddmund, who were 
banifhed into Sweden, from whence they 
went into Hungary, where they refided 
-many Years, King Cenute, in the mean 
Time, obliged the Engi/h to raife him 
100,000/,' every Year, with which he 
paid his Forces, and maintained his Court;

Com HE King is the only Interpreter of| moves an antient Landmark. He who 


his Laws, fupreme Judge and Pre- 
fident of the High-Court of Juftice, when 
he pleafes to fit there; and whether pre- 
{ent or abfent, the Advocates always ad- 
drefs themfelves to the King. The Prin- 
ces of the Blood, the Nobility, and Gen- 
try can only be tried in this High- 
Court ; and the Superintendants or Bifhops 
have the fame Privilege ; where they are 
charged with Herefy, or any other noto- 
rious Crime, where any Perfon calum- 
niates the Government, or the Adminiftra- 
tion, he is declared infamous, and his 
Goods confifcated : But if fuch Difcourfes 
tend to a Sedition or Infurrection, they are 
to be punifhed, fays their Law, with the 
utmoft Severity, which, in an arbitrary 


Government, no Doubt, extends to the Life 


of the Offender. As to thofe who en- 
deavour to defame a Magiftrate, either Ci- 
vil or Ecclefiaftical, or injure the Repu- 
tation of a Perfon of Honour, by Writing | 
or otherwife, they are to pay eighty Rix- 
Dollars to the Party aggrieved, and a Fine 
of three Marks to the Crown, and in 
Default of Payment, are condemned to 
the Pillory, and to carry Stones for the 
Repair of the Fortifications and publick 
Buildings. 

Ir any Petfon refufes to take up Arms, 
and férve the Government, $ither by Sea 
or Land, in Cafe of an Infurre@tion or In- 
vafion, ‘when he is fummoned to attend 
the Royal Standard, he is to ‘be declared 
infamous, and to forfeit his Eftate. A 
Perfon guilty of Theft is not only fen- 
tenced to be whipped, and to hard La- 
bour in the publick Works, but to reftore 
double the Value of the Goods ftolen to the 
Owner. Coiaing is panifhed with the Lofs 


of Life-and Honour, and Confifcation of 


the Eftate of the Offender; and the fame 
Punifhment is inflicted on him who re- 













counterfeits the Hand or Seal of another, 
or forges a Writing for his own Benefit, 
is fentenced to have his Hand.cut off, his 
Goods confifcated, and declared infamous. 
The Torture is feldom ufed in Denmark, 
but in Cafes of High-Treafon, and then 
only upon Perfons already convicted of the 
fame Crime, in order to make them dif- 
cover their Accomplices. 


Dve ts, and even the challenging-ano- Duely ” 
ther to fight, is"punifhed with the Lofs of 
Life and Eftate ; and Seconds who do 
not endeavour to prevent them, are pu- 
nifhed in like Manner ; he who is killed 
ii a Duel, is not fuffered to be buried in 
confecrated Ground. Whoever reflects up- 
on-another’s refufing a Challenge, is pu- 
nifhable and declared infamous bythe Da- 
nifp Law. Where one has been guilty of 
any injurious Language, or ftruck another 
with his Hand, he is punifhable by Fine 
and Imprifonment ; and where the Of- 
fence is very heinous, with the Lofs of his 
Eftate, according to the Nature of his Of- 
fence. Thefe Crimes arc punifhed by the 
Governour of the Place, with the Afiutt- 
ance of the Noblemen and Gentlemen of 
the Neighbourhood. 


In Cafes of Shipwreck, the Danifh wrecks 
Subjeéts are required to give all imaginable 
Affiftance to thofe in Diftrefs, and'to pre- 
ferve the Goods for the Owner's Ufe. 

The Ships which guard the Coaft are di- 
rected to fave what Effects they can; for 
which they havea very moderate Re- 
ward; and the Owners are permitted to 
fell them in the Country, or embark them 
on Board othcr Vefiels. 


Ir a Ship or Goods be driven on the 
Coaft, and Nobody appears to claim them, 
the King’s Officers, or the Lord of the Ma- 
nor (as the Cafe is) takes Care to preferve 
them ; or, if they are perifhable Goods, to 
5 ~~" fll 
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DENMARK {cll them to the beft Advantage, and to re- 

a ftore the Money to the Owner ; but if they 

Cy are not reclaimed within a Year and a 
Day, they become the Property of the 
King, or the Lord of the Place. If the 
Matter of a Ship finds Goods floating on 
the Sea, he is to take Care of the fame, 
and deliver them to the next Magiftrate, 
who muft kecp them a Year and a Day, 
to fee if any one can claim them, and if 
Nobody owns them, they belong to the 
King. And if any one conceal or em- 
bezzle fuch wrecked Goods, he is to be 
punifhed as a Felon ; and the Law is much 
the farne where a Perfon finds Goods or 
Cattle'upon the Road; for he is obliged 
to publith it in the Court of the Diftric, 
and can have no Property in the Goods, 
till the Year and a Day be paffed, where 
Nobody comes to reclaim. them. 


As to Travelling, which is ufually per- 
formed in a little Waggon drawn by.two 
or four Horfes, the Magiftrates of every 
City oblige the Waggoners of the Neigh- 
bourhood to form themfelves into a So- 
ciety, and eleét one of their Number to 
prefide over them, who is called the Wag- 
gon-Mafter ; and when a Traveller comes 
to any Place, this Officer is to fee him 
furnifhed with 2 Waggon without Delay, 
and that no more be extorted for the Hire 
than is allowed by the Government, the 
Rates being fet up in all Taverns and Pub- 
lick Houfes, If a Waggoner demands 

- more than his Due, or reftrfes to go at the 
fet Price, the Mafter-Weggoner informs 
the Magiftrate with it, and he is feverely 
punifhed ; and if a Mafter-Waggoner does 
not do his Duty in fupplying the Traveller 
with a Carriage and Horfes, he may have 
Juftice done him. on,a Complaint made to

- Princes*eftimate their Wealth, not by the 
Fertility or Extent of their Territorics, by 
the Trade or Induftry of their People, but 
by the Numbers of Horfe and Foot in 
their Service, for the Subfiftence of which, 
after they have eaten up their own Sub- 
jeéts, they make ufe of an hundred cruel 
and unjuft Pretences to ruin and encroach 
upon their Neighbours ; and when they 
cannot accomplifh fuch deftructive Pro-

For the Sea Service, 3000 Mariners 
are conftantly maintained at Copenbagen, as 
well in “Peacevas..War, having a Weekly 
Allowance of Salt Flefh, Stock-Fith, 
Meal Grout, &c. for theméelves and their 
Families, and about eight Rix-Dollars a 
Year in Money; and there are feveral 
Streets of little Houfes or Barracks near 
the Walls where they live, and where their 
Wives and Children remain while they are 
at Sea.
